Bar Hill - building began on open farmland in 1965, and the old . 
farmhouse still remains in the middle of the village, serving as the 
Parish Council office. Since the earlier days of rapid growth the 
population has now settled to about 4500, living in about 1700 
properties and we now have a settled community. 


Village amenities include a primary school, a village hall and social 
club, a library, a health centre and a church (shared by 6 Christian 
denominations). There is also an hotel, a superstore, several 
smaller shops and many businesses, both large and small offering 
employment and services to the village and the surrounding area. 
As you will see from the content of this guide, there are a large 
number of organisations within the village offering a wide variety of 
activities for all ages. 


This edition of the Bar Hill Guide is the latest of several such 
guides, published approximately every two years, for the benefit of 
residents and visitors. The Bar Hill Residents’ Association has 
existed in the village since 1967 and is a non-profit making 
organisation. All helpers are unpaid volunteers and any excess 
income is spent on village amenities. In addition to these occasional 
guides, the Bar Hill News, has been published monthly, with a few 
exceptions, ever since then and is delivered to all properties in the 
village.

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BA’ HILL NATURE RESERVE 


The Nature Reserve, which was first dug in September 1992, is 
to be found opposite Field View at the Balancing Lake, where 
there is a footpath to Dry Drayton, and pleasant walks to be found. 

I have received very helpful advice from the Beds and Cambs 
Wildlife Trust and with financial help from the County Council, Parish 
Council and a grant from the Shell Better Britain it is proving to be a 
very successful venture. 

You will see there are several plants in the pond, all of which were put 
in by hand, in the Winter of 92! a lot were donated from various 
sources. I now have the help of Paul Lloyd to up-keep the pond with 
planting and labour The pond has frogs, toads and newts, 
Dragonflies and Damselflies, all the usual water bugs, I am pleased to 
say it really has come on very well. 

I then turned my attention to making nest boxes for the variety of 
birds that visit, 28 were made of various types, which J put all around 
the reserve, they were soon being put to good use. I personally feel a 
commitment to nature, it is so fragile and wonderful however, I try to 
do what I can to help it. I really enjoy the area of the Nature Reserve 
and I believe others feel the same, it is well used by casual walkers, 
dog walkers, cyclists and even those who just want to sit and stare.

POLICE IN BAR HILL 4 


The past year has been one of considerable change for Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary. The force has been arranged in three divisions, Bar Hill is 
part of the southern division. I am based at Histon Police Station with 
Sgt. Harris being my immediate supervisor and Inspector Needle in 
overall control. 

In addition to this change a new system of crime recording is in place 
whereby the majority of reports are taken over the telephone with no 
police officer attending. We will still attend burglaries, serious offences, 
where the possibility of evidence remains at the scene and where the 
complainant is very upset or elderly. The aim of this system is to make 
the best use of our resources to prevent and detect crime whilst still 
giving a good quality of service. Initial signs are good but only time 
“will tell, so wish us luck. 

Bar Hill like many other villages suffers with its fair share of vandalism 
and graffiti. During the past year only one resident has come forward 
to identify the culprit, if these things are to stop then the police and 
residents have to join into a partnership so these mindless individuals get 
the message. We will not stand for it, if you damage property you will 
be held accountable. 

There are extra patrols in the village particularly by members of the 
special constabulary especially during the weekends. Volunteers to join 
the special constabulary are always needed. If you would like more 
information on this please contact one of us. 

A big effort is being made in the village to provide a permanent youth 
facility, I as the local policeman and also a resident of the village fully 
support this and hope it reaches fruition soon. 

Neighbourhood Watch is still growing albeit very slowly, it does work 
so if you are in an area not yet covered please make every effort to set 
one up.
